CCORDING to the report of State Controller Chambers, just 
A jssued, state bonds outsanding June 10, 1916, were $33,- 
. $13,500. State bonds authorized but not yet issued, includ- 
ing $15,000,000 state highway bonds, $30,500,000. Total, 
$63,513,500. The bonds draw four to six per cent interest, and 
not counting the interest, represent a per capita debt of $21. 

These bonds will all be out and drawing interest within two 
years and will represent an annual interest charge of over three 
millions. The Chambers report shows a bonded debt, figuring the 
state at only $30,000,000, of $250,000,000 in round figures, or $83 
per capita. 

If it can be shown at any time that bond issues will reduce 
fixed charges by taking up high interest bearing debt, issue bonds. 

That is a good rule, but the new rule adopted by most coun- 
ties, of not issuing bonds, but spreading cost of permanent im- 
provements over two or three years and levying a direct tax, is a 
better one. 

The state is spending $36,000,000 a year on edueation, $26,- 
000,000 ‘on charitable institutions and protection of life and prop- 
erty. State, city and county receipts in 1915 were $167,012,149.19, 
and expenditures $176,422,682.33, or $58.66 per capita. 

While in 1915 state expenditures exceeded receipts by $6.- 
679,510.70, for 1916 receipts exceeded expenditures by $886,723.19. 

This is a gain toward state solvency of $7,546,333.89. When 
the statistics of cities and counties are all in another big gain in 
the right direction will be shown.

The new 
variety is considered to be superior 
in several respects to the vartety 
now in use.

has heen raised to plant a relatively || 


Jarge area and will be used during 
1917 in the Salt River valley of Ari- 
zona, the center of Egyptian cotton 
culture in this country. It is hoped 
that from this crop sufficient seed 
will be obtained to plant the entire 
cotton-growing area of the valley in 
1918, if the subtsitution of the new 
variety for the one now grown is 
then believed to be desirable. 

The variety of Egyptian cotton 
now being grown in the Salt River 
valley is the first new type devel- 
oped in this country and is known 
as the Yuma variety. The Pima cot- 
ton produces a longer, finer, and 
lighter-colored fibre than the Yuma, 
and for this reason should command 
the 
merket. Even were there no differ- 
ence in the value of the fibre, how- 
ever, the Pima variety should be 
the more profitable to produce since 
it is more productive and earlier, 
has largers bolls, and is more easily 
picked owing to the greater free- 
dom of the plants from vegetative 
limbs. 

The Pima variety originated in 
1910 with a plant selected out of a 
field of Yuma cotton grown at the 
Co-operative Testing and Demonstra- 
tion Garden at Sacaton, Ariz., and 
has been carefully tested since. It 
is much more uniform and truer to, 
ivpe than the Yuma. The Pima was 
ziven its first tests on a field scale 


'in 7916, when 275 acres were plant- 


ed, The plantings in 1917 will be in 
a continuous area so as to avoid 


cross-pollination with Yuma _ cotton. 


Wevptian cotton is especially liable 
to cross-pollination between types, 
an occurrence which contaminates 
and is likely to ruin a good variety. 
The planting of the Pima cotton in 


a continuous area will also facilitate |

A HOUSE OF FOUR HUNDRED 
LAYERS 
S&S 
Motoring out Fourth Street in 
Santa Ana the other day we came 
upon the ideal poultry house, says 
Jean A. Koethan in the California 


Cultivator. Its builder, Mr. J. N. 
was a carpenter before he 
turned poultryman, and if his 400 
odd bred-to-lay Rhode Island Reds 
do not do good work it cannot be 
because they are not comfortably 
housed. 

The house, which is built after a 
Petaluma model, is 48 feet long by 
16 feet wide, eight feet high in front 
and six in the rear, and is built of 
carefully matched lumber. It is di- 
vided into four sections, each 16x48, 
and each intended to hold 100 hens. 
These sections are separated by ten- 
toot partitions, which leave a_ six- 
fott alley along the front. 

The dropping boards are built two 
feet ten inches above the floor, which

is entirely covered with deep litter, 
so that every foot is available. as 
scratching space. The roosts ‘are 
144x1%, and are hung from the roof 
by heavy wire. “You will never be 
troubled with mites,” remarked one 
of our party. “I never have mites,” 
declared Mr. Osborn. “I spray ahead 
of them.” 

One of the best features of this 
house is the cement floor which is 
three inches thick, over the bottom 
of the house, and seven inches thick 
on each side, forming a foundation 
for the wooden sills on which the 
building rests, and making a floor 
which is mite proof, moisture proof, 
and rat proof. Rising as it does four 
inches above the ground all around, 
regardless of doors, it protects the 
interior absolutely. Looking at such 
a floor as this one wonders how poul- 
trymen have managed all these years 
with dirt floors. 

Essentially open-front, the house 
is yet not open front. ‘That is, it is 
open enough for ventilation, vet clos- 
ed sufficiently for purposes of pro- 
tection. Being eight feet from _ sill 
to roof edge, there is an abundance 
of room for posts and feed hoppers 
with nearly four feet above them for 
the entrance of sun and air. The 
feed hoppers or troughs come first, 
being built near the ground, accessi- 
ble from both sides and_ protected 
by slats. Above these, and ranged 
along the alley, are the nests which 
are built with hinged tops of such a 
slope that no hen can: possibly find 
footing there. This in itself saves 
considerable cleaning, and the use of 
shavings and sawdust in the nests 
saves more, for mites find little com- | 
fort in wooden nest litter. 

The feature twhich makes _ this 
house essentially ‘different’ is the 
arrangement for keeping out rain 


the front of the house. This 
sists of four canvas-covered frames, 
each 16 feet long by three feet six 
inches wide, and hung from the mid- 
dle, so that they may be swung into 
either a horizontal or a vertical 
siticn. Hung vertically they 
out rain and wind. Swung into a! 
horizontal position they permit the 
sun to reach the farthest roost. At 
all times, whether open or closed, | 
they admit the air. | 

This house, which has just been 
completed, Mr. Osborn says has cost 
him $300, and he has done nearly 
all the work himself. Under ordinary 
conditions, with the work hired, it 
would cost $400, or perhaps a trifle 
more. This is just about the dollar 
per hen which is usually allowed 
for a good substantial hennery. |

It was 
shown that, in one corner of south- 
ern Georgia, vegetables enough could 
be raised in a single season to sup- 
pl more than the whole state for a 
year. The reason the farms of this 
corner are not cultivated to their 
capacity is thet, after the vegetables 
are raised and gathered, they are 
shut out from trust-controlled mar- 
kets, and are, therefore, left on the 
hands of the producer. The story 
of that Georgia corner is typical of 
all the corners in Georgia, save, per- 
haps, those in which populous towns 
and cities, and, therefore, accessible 
markets, are situated. And what 
has happened in Georgia for years, 
and is likely to continue to happen 
so long as the transportation sys- 
tem of the United States is as crude 
as it is today, happens and will con- 
tinue to happen indefinitely in a 
score or more of other agricultural 
states.

Automobile dealers and the auto-} 
mobile buying public will be in!

in the delivery of their new cars this | 
spring unless they join forces imme- | 
diately in an effort to relieve the| 
great freight car shorage. Already | 
the automobile industry has suffered | 
heavily and it is now threatened | 
with an enforced slump in production | 
because there is no outlet for the| 
product. This situation is due part- 
ly to the exceptionally heavy freight 
business, and partly to the fact that 
thousands of specially built automo- 
bile freight cars are being seized by 
railroads and shippers in all parts 
of the country and -held for their 
own use. 

Thus the motor car manufacturers 
are deprived of the special facilities 
with which they had the foresight 
to equip themselves many months 
before the shortage. Their cars are 
being used to haul farm products— 
fruits, potatoes, and everything im- 
aginable. Meanwhile the big auto- 
mobile plants in Detroit are forced 
to depend on the very limited sup- 
ply of ordinary box car type and 
since these have been wholly inade- 
quate and since storage sapce in 
many instances hase been exhausted, 
it has been necessary to cut down 
far below the normal production. 





May Mean Shortage 

In view of the tremendous demand 
for motor cars already in prospect 
for the coming spring and summer, 
this condition will result in a decid- 
ed under-production unless there is 
relief soon. 

The real seriousness of the situa- 
tion developed at the annual meeting 
of Dodge Brothers dealers of the 
Middle West, in the Blackstone ho-

Enormous Number Needed 

Mr. Waterfall, who was until re- 
cently director of the traffic bureau 
of the Detroit board of commerce, 
gave some interesting statistics on 
freight cars in the center of the au- 
tomobile industry, illustrating the 
necessity for immediate measures to 
relieve the shortage. 

“In Detroit alone,” he said, “the 
movement of freight cars comprises 
about 2,500,000 cars a year. The 
amount of business handled by the 
railroads this year is about 25 per 
cent in excess of any previous time 
for the same period, particulariy dur- 
ing the last two months. The enor- 
mous amount of business that has 
been diverted to the Atlantic sea- 
boards has drawn the equipment of 
the country to the New’ England 
states and on to the New England 
roads.. The cars usually wait long 
periods for ships, adding to our dif- 
ficulties. 

“At the Dodge Brothers plant we 
need approximately 125 freight cars 
every 24 hours for shipment of our 
product. Getting that number of 
cars means the combing of all the 
roads within 300 miles of Detroit, 
getting two cars here, five there, 
seven somewhere else and probably 
as many as ten from one connection. 
We start out in the morning with

Yesterday morning’s Sun says 
editorially under the caption “Per- 
secuted to His Death”: 

Whether the treatment of Fred| 
Isch, a convicted blind-pig operator 


and tubercular victim, who died as 
the result of confinement in the 
county jail, will cause the public to 


| acquit the sheriff’s office, as did the 


grand jury, which devoted a few 


hours to the case yesterday, only 
time will tell. 
Very briefly and very succinctly 


the high lights in the somewhat cele- 
brated case are these: 

Isch was convicted of violating the 
county’s dry ordinance, and he ap- 
pealed to the highest courts. They 
sustained the judgment and in due 
course of events, Isch was notified 
to report to serve his jai] sentence. 
meanwhile the disease which 
had hold of him had progressed so 
rapidly that the end was near, and 
reputable physicians notified the au- 
thorities that for Isch to go to jail 
meant his death. Isch nevertheless 
was compelled to immure himself, 
the inevitable hemorrhage came, and 
his life blood poured out on the jail 
floor. 

Seventeen hours afterward he was 
taken to the county hospital, and 
eight hours later he died there. 

There are no excuses to be offer- 
ed for Isch’s offense against the law, 
but the Sun submits the question to 
the fair-minded people of the county 
as to whether he was accorded treat- 
ment that was either just or humane 
or Christian. For in the 22 days he 
was in jail he had _ suffered two 
slight hemorrhages before the fatal 
one, and when his friends, who visit- 
ed him urged him to ask for a trans- 
fer to the county hospital he de- 
clined, and gave as his reason ‘that 
he could not go there and wear a 
ball and chain. 
who told Isch that it would be heap- 
ed up on his physical weakness,, but 
he did not dream it. 

If his treatment was not just nor 
humane nor Christian, then the sher- 


| iff’s office is to blame for it, and all 
;the whitewash applied. by grand ju- 


ries from now to kingdom come will 
not undo it. The Sun holds no brief 
for violators of the law, particularly 
for those who try to set to naught 
regulations which outlaw the 
sale of liquor. But it holds a brief 


|for any poor devil who faces the fu- 


ture as Isch faced it ,and we do not 
hesitate to characterize the action in 
this case not as prosecution but as 
persecution that ought to stir the 
righteous wrath and boiling indigna- 
tion of every fair-minded citizen in 
this county. 

To have kept Isch in jail an hour 
after the notification from those phy- 
sicians was indefensible if not crim- 
inal, and that a new atmosphere now 
rules in the county jail is attested 
by the fact that only Monday night 
of this week a shattered victim of 
liquor and opium was brought to the 
jail and Sheriff McMinn himself or- 
dered—ordered, mind you! — his 
transfer to the county hospital, for 


fear he would do himself bodily 
harm in the prison. Why wasn’t 
Isch “ordered”? No such consicer- 


ation was vouchsafed him, who was 
neither a desperate man nor had he 


given indications of attempting to 
escape. He was just a victim, and 
let it be written so. 


As for the silly vaporings of a dis- 
sruntled newspaper which sees a po- 
litical “plot” in the Isch chargeg, it 
must be admitted in advance, if they 
are true, that it was an amazing co- 
incidence that brought the Isch case 
forward at the psychological moment, 
as the basis for a clearance in the 
sheriff’s office. 

It is charged that there is a 
“scheme” to place S. F. Kelly in the 
sheriff's office, and that the Sun is 
a party to it, indeed, is a very large 
part of.
